very little violence. 


There were five or six

lision pandemonium reigned. There 
was a scramble for the side of the 
car and several people attempted to 
jump, but before they could do so the 
cars had come 
together. 
Phillips, 


who was the motorman of the work 
train, made a strenuous 
effort 
to 


bring it to a stop and the fact that 
he did not desert his post is in all 
possibility responsible for his inju- 
ries. He made an attempt to get off 
the platform after the collision, but 
was overcome by pain and sat down 
upon the step and remained there 
until he had been removed by the 
passengers. 


DID NOT SEE THE CAR. 


Hinkle was standing at one of the 


side doors of the box car and said 
after the accident that he did not see 
the approaching passenger 
car and 


the first knowledge of the collision 
came to him as his head struck the 
side o£ the dcor and he was hurled 
with great force toward the center of

po*er of religion to confer happiness de- 
pends. "If ye know, happy are ye, if ye 
do these things." 


It is not a blesilng to know the things 


that Christ teaches, and then go on living 
as If they were false or doubtful. It is a 
trouble, a torment, a secret misery. 


But the right kind «f knowing carries in 


its heart the doing of the truth. And the 
right kind of doing leads to a fuller and 
happier knowing. "If any man will do 
God's will," said Christ, "he shall know of 
the doctrine." 


A revival of simplicity, a revival of sin- 


cerity, a revival of work; this will restore 
unto us the joy of salvation. And with the 
joy of salvation will come a renewal and ex- 
pansion of power. 


The inconsistency of Christians is the 


stronghold of unbelief. The lack of vital 
Joy in the church is the chief cause of in- 
difference in the-world. The feeble energy, 
the faltering and reluctant spirit, the weari- 
ness in well-doing with which too many be- 
lievers impoverish and sadden their own 
hearts, make other men question the reality 
and value of religion and turn away from it 
in cool neglect. 


What, then, is the duty of the church! 


What must she. do to win the conndence of 
the world 1 What Is the best way for her to 
"prove her doctrine all divlnet" 


First, the must increase her labort In the 


love of men; second, she must practice the 
simple life In the trust of God. 


Suppose that a fresh flow of energy, brave, 


cheerful, joyous, should be poured into all 
the forms of Chrlntlan work. Suppose that 
foreign missions and home mlslsons should 
no longer have to plead and beg for sup- 
port, but that plenty of money should come 
flowing in to send out every mlsisonary that 
wants to go, and that plenty of the strong, 
est and best young men . should dedicate 
their lives to the ministry of Christ, and 
that every household where His gospel is 
believed should find Its highest honor and 
its greatest Joy in helping to extend His 
Kingdom. 


And then suppose that the Christian life, 


In its dally manifestations, should come to 
be marked and known by simplicity and hap- 
piness. Suppose that the followers of Jesus 
should really escape from the bondage to 
the evil spirits of avarice and luxury which 
infect and torment so much of our compli- 
cated, tangled, artificial modern life. 


Suppose they should truly flnd and clearly 


show their happiness in the knowledge that 
God loves them and Christ died for them 
and heaven is sure, and so set their hearts 
free to rejoice in life's common mercies, the 
light of tho sun, .the blue of the sky, the 
splendor of the seas, the peace of the ever- 
lasting hills, the song of the birds, the 
sweetness of flowers, the wholesome savior 
of good, the delight of action and motion, 
the refreshment of sleep, the charm of 
music, the blessings of human love and 
friendship, rejoice In all these without fear 
cf misgiving, because they come from God, 
and because Christ has sanctified them all 
by His presence and touch. 


Suppose, I say, that such a revival of the 


joy of living in Christ and working for 
Christ should silently sweep over the church 
In the twentieth century. What would hap 
pen! 
Great would be the peace of her chil 


dren. Greater still would be their power. 


This is the message which I have to bring 


to you, my brethren, in this general assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian church. You may 
wonder that it is not more distinctive, more 
ecclesiastical, more specially adapted to the 
peculiarities of our denomination. You may 
think and say that it is "a message which 
could just as well be brought to any other 
church on any other' occasion.!-' With all 
my heart I hope that. It is true. The things 
that I care for most in our church are not 
those which divide us from other Christians, 
but those which unite us to them. 
The 


things that I love most in Christianity are 
those which give it power to save and satis- 
fy, to console and cheer, to inspire and bless 
human hearts and lives. The thing that I 
desire most for Presbyterianism is that it 
should prove its mission and extend its in 
fluence in the world by making mea happy i 
the knowing and doing of the things which 
Christ teaches. 


The church that the twentieth century 


will hear most gladly and honor most sin- 
cerely will have two marks. It will be the 
church that preaches the central truths of 
Christianity most clearly, strongly and joy- 
fully; it will be the church that finds and 
shows most happiness in living the simple 
life and doing good in the world. 
Hay that 


church be ours.
